Please enter the Preliminary Amendment filed August 28, 2006. In response to the 

Notification of Defective Response mailed September 20, 2006, the Sequence Listing has 

been revised to indicate that SEQ ID NOS: 2 and 3 represent motifs and to explicitly identify 

all the Xaas in these motifs. On September 25, 2006, the Applicants confirmed with Mark 

Spenser that the use of the term "motif to identify the artificial sequences of SEQ ID NOS: 2 

and 3 was acceptable. The Substitute Sequence Listing finds support in the original 

Sequence Listing and SEQ ID NOS: 2 and 3 find support on page 7 of the specification. 

Accordingly, the Applicants do not believe that any new matter has been introduced.
